Dr. Hardman, who was the lead- 
ing candidate in a field of four in 
the first primary held September 8, 
not only maintained the strength 
he showed in the first race but won 
much of the support received by 
George H. Carswell, of Wilkinson, 
and J. O. Wood, of Fulton, who 
ran third and fourth, respectively, 
in the governor’s race in the first 
| primary, and made extensive in- 
'yoads on the support Holder re- 
| ceived in the first primary. 

Out of 414 county unit votes Dr. 
Hardman led in the first primary 
with a total of 168, which was ten 
‘more votes than Holder received, 
who ran second with 158 unit 
votes. Carswell ran third with 72 
unit votes and Wood fourth with 16 
unit votes. In the run-over race 
held Wednesday Dr. Hardman held 
practically all of the support he re- 
ceived in the first race and also ob- 
tained the major portion of the 
votes cast for Wood and Carswell. 

Convention Next Week. 

Dr. Hardman will receive his offi- 
/cial nomination at the state demo- 
cratic convention, which will be held 


‘in Macon next Wednesday. At the 
‘convention the official vote will be 
canvassed in all the races for state 
offices, including those held in the 
first primary, at which time nominees 
for other state house offices besides 
that of governor were named. 

Since the democratic nomination is 
equivalent to election in Georgia, Dr. 
Hardman will become the next gov-

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CANNED 


SALMON 


PINK AND CHUM 
By HENRY O'MALLEY, Commissioner, U. S. Bureau of Fisheries. 


In 1864 an enterprising resident of Call- 
fornia established a salmon cannery on the 
banks of the Sacramento River for the pur- 
pose of utilizing the chinook salmon which 
swarmed in that stream. There were smaller 
runs of other species, but the chinook was 
so conspicuously the most aboundant, the 
largest and the richest that it was used ex- 
clusively in the newly established industry. 


This salmon has reddish flesh, and, when 
the growing demand for the product induced 
the extension of the induatry, the growth 
was toward rivers and sections producing 
the same fish or other red-meated species, 
first to the Columbia River, then Puget 
Sound, and latest in Alaska. For a great 
many years the only salmon canned were 
the red-meated kinds, and the public has 
come s0 intimately to associate the color 
with the product that pink or pale-fleshed 
fish have been regarded with disfavor or 
suspicion. Even light-meated chinook, com- 
mon in some localities, have not found a 
ready market. Color is a matter of appear- 
ance only, but prejudice and custom have 
caused the public to pass by the cheaper 
and equally wholesome pink and chum prin- 
cipally because they are not red when 
canned. 


Economy of Using Pink and Chum Salmon. 


Pinks and chums usually contain less fat 
but are equal to the redder varieties in pro- 
tein—tissue-building material. They are low 
priced because of their abundance and the 
use of labor-saving machinery in handling 
and canning them. Their high protein con- 
tent and lower cost render them more eco 
nomical than most animal foods in common 
use. To buy the same quantity of proteins, 
disregarding the fat or oil, in various foods 
in common use would cost as follows®: 

Cents 
Canned salmon, pink or chum, per 1-Ib. can. 15 
Ham, 1.4 pounds, at 46 cents .............. 
Chicken, average, 1.4 pounds, at 35 cents.. 
Lamb, leg, 1.3 pounds, at 37 cents REE 
Sirloin steak, 1.3 pounds, at 40 cents.............. 
Eggs, strictly fresh, 1 dozen, at 48 cents 


The two kinds of canned salmon, pink and 
chum, contain mors tissue-building material, 
weight for weight, than the other foods 
listed, but they have less fat. They are as 
digestible as the best of meats, there is no 
waste, and nothing has to be thrown away 
except the can. 

They have another virtue. Fresh meats 
spoil quickly in the home; canned salmon 
will keep indefinitely if unopened. Moreover, 
it is ready for immediate use, or it may be 
cooked in a variety of ways if desired. 


One pound of fresh salmon will furnish 
18 per cent of the energy a man needs 
daily, 69 per cent of the protein, 10 per cent 
of the calcium, 57 per cent of the phosphor- 
ous, and 19 per cent of the iron.+ As the 
bones are softened in processing and ren- 
dered suitable for consumption, the min-

Iodine in Canned Salmon. 


Goiter is very common in many parts of 
the United States, affecting, in some in- 
stances, over 50 per cent of the population. 
Iodine or foods rich in iodine have been 
found to be very efficient in the prevention 
and treatment of this disease. In fact, goiter 
seldom occurs in those sections in which the 
food and water contain relatively large 
amounts of iodine. Sea foods are rich in 
this essential element, as might be ex- 
pected when one considers that soluble 
iodine salts washed from the Jand have been 
accumulating for millions of years in the 
ocean. Chum and pink salmon contain more 
than ten times as much fodine as meat, milk, 
eggs, cheese, fresh water fish, or most of 
the fruits and vegetables. 

Brief Life History. 

There are five species of Pacific Coast 
salmon, all used in the canning industry and 
all having the same general life history. 
They all spawn in fresh water, but the 
young run down to sea sooner or later, ac- 
cording to the species, where they flourish 
on the abundant food supply and grow with 
astounding rapidity. The pink and chum 
salmon are alike in undertaking their sea- 
ward migration almost immediately after 
working their way out of the gravel of the 
spawning beds, but they differ in the length 
of their lives in the sea. Pink salmon nor- 
mally return to their parent streams when 
in their second year, while most chums are 
four years old when they come back, though 
s0me may be in either their third or fifth 
year. Both species return to fresh water 
solely for the purpose of spawning, usually 
each fish in the stream in which it was 
hatched, and having spawned once, they 
die. Thé whole generation is exterminated 
after providing its successor. It is on this 
return migration, when the fish are full 
grown and fat from their feasting in the sea, 
that most of them are taken for canning 
purposes. 

Canning Operations. 


Salmon canneries make extensive use of 
labor-saving machinery, which not only 
makes it possible to pack vast quantities of 
the fish during the brief period of the runs, 
but adds to the quality and sanitation of 
the product by almost entirely avoiding con- 
tact with hands and clothing. Nothing is 
added to the fish excepting sufficient salt 
for seasoning. The processes employed in 
packing pinks and chums are in all respects 
the same as those used on the more expen- 
sive kinds, and ‘they are, therefore, equally 
wholesome. 


The magnitude of the industry is not gen- 
erally appreciated. In 1925 the total Amer- 
ican pack was 6,018,550 cases, or 288 890,400 
l-pound cans. Of these nearly 128.000,000 
cans were pink salmon, and 58,000,000 cans 
were chums.

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HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


WHEN THE ELEPHANT CUTS 
A TUSK. 

No one would consider for a mo- 
ment sweetening a good horse's: oats 
with sugar in order to make him take 
them, argues Dr. Frank V. Bogart, 
Schenectady child specialist. Put the 
oats in the manger and let the horse 
take them or leave them. 

This sounds like horse sense.» But 
it is really only horseman’s sense. 

“My conception of the proper treat- 
ment of the undernourished child,” 
Dr. Bogart observes, “is to feed him 
as you would feed a good horse or 
dog.” 

But for the child’s sake, I hope no 
one will use dogman’s sense in seleet- 
ing the diet. Vogmen without scien- 
tifie veterinary training do enough 
harm with their hokum about the 
feeding of dogs and “worming” and all 
that sort of bunk, 

Dr. Bogert reminds us that no ant- 
mal in its natural environment ob- 
tains milk after leaving the mother's 
breast, and he appends to this fact a 
striking connotation: “No one would 
question the vigor of a lion or tiger 
in the wild, and an elephant develops 
a tusk 2 to 10 feet long.” 

Animals in the natural environment 
have milk for the sole or chief part 
of their food throfghout the first tenth 
of their life. By this analogy it should 
be all right to fed the child milk main- 
ly until the age of 6 or 8 years. 

But Dr. Bogert’s protest is not 
against the use of milk in the diet of 
the child. He says that small quan- 
tities of milk with the meals are 
probably beneficial, but large quanti- 
ties, he believes are deleterious. He 
maintains that the recent hue and cry 
in favor of providing a quart of miJk 
for every child every day, and if 
necessary providing part or all of this 
as a free school lunch or a school 
lunch at cost, is unwise. Supply more 
and hetter food in the home, at com- 
munity expense if need be, but don't 
run the risk of ruining appetite and 
digestion by the schol lunch. Most of 
those who get it. Dr. Bogert declares, 
don’t need it, and those who do dont 
need it when they get it. That is, he 
would not encourage between meals 
eating.  . 

Milk is not a necessity for the older 
child, Dr. Bogart insists. The vita- 
mins and lime salts are readily an‘ 
freely supplied in other items of diet. 
The digestive tract requires the de- 
velopment which the addition of other 
foods than milk brings about. 
eruption of the teeth should be taken 
as an indication that the digestive 
tract has developed sufficiently to pre- 
pare its own emulsions from solid 
foods, and the amount of milk shorld 
be lessened rather than increased at 
this period.

St. Louis, October 6.—(7)—Sev- 
en new world records were put on 
the books today by statisticians, 
who found the going as tough in 
today’s game as did the Cardinal 
pitching corps. 

Babe Ruth personally accounted 
for six of the new marks, as 
follows: 

1. Most homers for one game, 3, 
breaking former mark of 2, held 
jointly by Harry Hooper, of Red 
Sox; Benny Kauff, of Giants, and 
Ruth. 

2. Most homers, total series, 7, 
breaking old record of 6, set by 
Goose Goslin in 1924 and 1925. 
Ruth hit one homer in 1921 and 
three in 1923. 

3. Most total bases in one game, 
12, breaking mark of 9 set up by 
Hooper in 1915. 

4. Most extra bases, one game, 9, 
breaking former record of six, held 
jointly by Ruth, Kauff and Hooper. 

5. Most runs, one game, 4, break- 
ing record first made by Mike Don- 
lin with Giants in 1905 and equal- 
ed by many others. 

6. Most extra hases, total series, 
27, breaking Ruth’s own previous 
mark of 18. 

The seventh and final record for 
one club’s total bases in a single 
game was set hy the Yankees. 
whose 14 hits totaled for 28 bases. 
eclipsing the mark of 27 made by 
the Giants in 1921.
